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INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT IN 


LANCASHIRE

OW that part of North-East Lancashire and a few square miles 

of Yorkshire have been scheduled as a Development Area, 

firms in search of a site and suitable labour for new projects 
may find it profitable to consider this new industrial opportunity. 
The newly scheduled area embraces the towns of Burnley, Nelson 
and Colne, and the smaller towns of Padiham, Barrowford, Brierfield 
and Trawden in North-East Lancashire, together with Barnoldswick 
and Earby just over the Yorkshire border, all part of the cotton 
weaving belt. 

Approaching the area from Accrington one dips down a hill into 
the main street of Padiham with its parish church on a prominent, 
almost dominating site, a characteristic of the towns in this part of 
Lancashire, From here the road runs on to the county borough of 
Burnley, and through Brierfield, a pleasant town, with views across 
the Calder Valley to Pendle Hill and its accompanying range, an 
offshoot of the Pennines. The road then leads through Nelson, 
with Barrowford and 'Trawden near by, and over the top of the valley 
at Colne. Shortly afterwards one crosses the border into Yorkshire 
where the smaller towns of Barnoldswick and Earby comprise 
the Northern end of the Development Area, which includes 
parts of the rural districts adjoining the towns. These towns follow 
the pattern of long main streets of stone buildings with factories in 
side streets, many of them alongside the Leeds—Liverpool Canal. 
The Lancashire towns are pleasingly situated in the Valley of the 
Calder and its tributaries ; the Yorkshire towns are in a stretch of 
country linking the Aire Valley with the Calder, and leading 
eastwards to Skipton and Leeds. 

Thus the Development Area is situated at the western exit of the 


Aire-Calder gap, for long an important Lancashire-Yorkshire 
traffic route which was followed in turn by road, canal and railway. 
In fact, it was the Leeds-Liverpool Canal which was mainly 
responsible for the rapid growth of these towns alongside the 
waterway in the early years of the last century. A regular goods 
service by canal is still one of the most valued transport facilities in 
this part of the country. 

The total area is about 67 square miles, with a population of about 
190,000, of whom 85,000 live in Burnley, 34,000 in Nelson and 
21,000 in Colne. The working population is about 95,000. Burnley, 
which is about 25 miles north of Manchester and 40 west of Leeds, 
owes its dominance to its position at the junction of the natural 
valley routes north-east to Skipton and Leeds, and westward to 
Blackburn. Weaving of cotton and rayon is the principal industrial 
activity, but other industries are represented. 

Although this is an industrial area, industrial growth has not been 
accompanied by urban sprawl. The area is compact and well 
developed. To the north-west is the steep sided ridge of Pendle 
Hill ; south and east extend the broader expanse of the Rossendale 
Moors and the Pennines proper. Consequently topography has 
concentrated building into a narrow belt along the valley floor so that 
almost everywhere moors or farmland creep down to within a very 
short distance of the main road which threads its way along the 
valley from town to town. Barnoldswick, some five miles north of 
Colne, is separated from the Lancashire towns by the pleasant 
undulating farmlands which surround it. 

The Lake District, the Yorkshire moors and fells, the Lancashire 
coastal resorts and the Peak District of Derbyshire are within easy 
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reach by road. The outstanding success of Lancashire football clubs 
is well known, and the area is, of course, a centre of league cricket in 
the county. 


Openings for Medium-Sized Factories 


Industrially the new Development Area will be of interest primarily 
to firms on the look-out for sites for medium-sized undertakings 
employing mainly male labour. The Board of Trade Regional Office 
will be glad to discuss the requirements of particular industrialists 
with them and to advise on the choice of sites. They can put the 
industrialist into touch with supply authorities, with local authorities 
and with other Government Departments as necessary on such 
matters as the supply of services, the provision of houses for key 
workers and the facilities available under the Distribution of Industry 
Acts, 1945 and 1950. In approved cases where industrialists do not 
wish to build for themselves, factories may be provided to let at 
reasonable rents by the Board of Trade through the medium of the 
North-Western Industrial Estates Ltd., a non-profit-making company 
which has already had considerable experience of building on behalf 
of the Board of Trade in the Merseyside and Wigan/St. Helens 
Development Areas. 


Industrial History 


Apart from natural climatic advantages and an abundance of soft 
water streams the key to the area’s industrial growth lay in the avail- 
ability of a source of power and means of transport. Power was 

rovided first by the moorland streams and rivers, and then by the 
ocal coalfield, and the second essential was provided by the Leeds- 
Liverpool Canal. The completion of the sections of the canal through

Burnley in the late 1790’s brought industrial development rapidly in 
its wake, urban and factory growth following the canal almost con- 
tinuously from Padiham to Colne and again at Barnoldswick. 

From then onwards, the fortunes of the area were those of cotton 
itself. Railways arrived in the 1840's, and there was a continuous 
expansion of population and industry right up to 1914. But the 
industrial expansion was almost entirely in cotton or associated with 
cotton. The rise in population of Burnley, which illustrates the area’s 
growth, was from 11,000 in 1831 to 106,000 in 1911, while the number 
of looms in the town increased from 9,000 in 1850 to 100,000 in 1910. 
These were the golden years when this country was providing almost 
the whole world with cotton goods. 

The high production of the early days of this century was achieved 
again during the short boom which followed the 1914-18 war. But 
from then onwards the area experienced the full effects of dependence 
on an industry which was steadily declining in the face of a world-wide 
growth of textile industries. ‘There was heavy and prolonged un- 
employment and widespread under-employment amongst those still 
at work. And as there was no expanding industry to compensate for 
the contraction in cotton, there was a steady flow of people away from 
thearea. The area’s great dependence on cotton was such that in 1929 
75 per cent. of all the insured workers were in textiles. During 
the early 1930’s, the world depression had severe repercussions on 
the area ; a higher proportion of production was for export then than 
now. Efforts were made to attract new industry, and by 1939 the 
increase in non-textile manufacturing industry and the loss of working 
population through migration had reduced the area’s dependence 
on textiles to under 60 per cent. 

The war helped the growth of alternative industries and brought 
to the area such prominent firms as Rolls-Royce, Joseph Lucas, and 
British Thomson-Houston. ‘These all assisted to reduce dependence 
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on textiles further and the proportion of workers in textiles is now severely affected by the recent textile recession. Up to the end of 
below 50 per cent.

For the rest, nearly 13,000 are in engineering 
and other metal using industries, 9,000 in other manufacturing such 
as paper and clothing, 2,500 in coal mining, and the remainder in 
building and agriculture and in services such as transport, distribution 
and public administration. The area is one of the major cotton and 
rayon weaving centres and over 90 per cent. of the textile workers are 
engaged in this branch of the industry. Colne and Nelson specialize 
in high-class fabrics for home and European type markets, while 
Burnley produces some fine and industrial fabrics, but is mainly 
concerned with the production of plain “ bread and butter lines ”’ and 
cloths for ‘‘ native ” markets. 

Being so dependent on textiles it is not surprising that the area was 


















workers were suffering temporary unemployment. ‘There remained, 
however, a reserve of wholly unemployed workers numbering almost 
2,000. Of these, almost half are men, not a “‘ hard core” of un- 
employables, but men who until the textile recession, were all at work, 
many playing a part in the country’s export drive. 

Labour in the area has a tradition for factory employ- 
ment, both men and women, and though textiles have 
been the principal industry for a long time the labour has 
proved itself admirably adaptable, as the several promin- 
ent engineering firms which settled in the area before or 
during the war and built up large labour forces can testify.

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Industrial Development in N.E, Lancs—(Continued) 


In general, the area lies on an east-west route so that there is road 
and rail access eastward across the Pennines to the Yorkshire woollen 
towns, southward to Manchester and westward to Preston and the 
main north-south trunk routes. The distances between the towns of 
the area are not great. Padiham is only two miles to the west, and 
Nelson, Colne and Barnoldswick respectively about four, six and ten 
miles north-east, of Burnley. Burnley, the focal point of the new 
Development Area, is approximately 200 miles from London, 100 from 
Birmingham, 25 from Manchester, 45/50 from Liverpool and 20 from 
Preston. 


Burnley itself is an important communication centre and no less 
than six class I and five class II roads converge onthe town. A by-pass 
along Burnley’s southern boundary carries the east-west trunk route 
from Yorkshire via Halifax and Todmorden to the main north-south 
road at Preston. A second trunk route joins Burnley to Manchester. 
Class I roads also link the other towns of the district with Burnley or 
with other trans-Pennine trunk roads further north. Road transport 
is extensively used. Daily coach services operate to such towns as 
Leeds, Bradford, Manchester, Liverpool, Birmingham, Preston and 
Blackpool. A unit of the British Road Haulage Executive is located 
in Burnley. 


The early importance of the Leeds—Liverpool Canal declined with 
rail and later road development, but it has net suffered the fate of so 
many canals—that of dereliction and closure. It remains a well-used 
waterway, with regular daily services, and forms part of a cross- 
country system providing through navigation from Liverpool to Hull. 
A variety of goods—sugar, flour, machinery, coal, timber, cotton, 
wool, etc., is carried in barges of a capacity of 45 to 50 tons. ‘There 
are wharves and warehousing facilities at Burnley and Nelson. The 
canal is also available for supplies of industrial water. Further 
information can be provided by Docks and Inland Waterways Execu- 
tive, Canal Office, Eanam, Blackburn. 
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Little of the area is far from a railway. ‘The Skipton—-Preston line 
passes through the area from end to end, two branches running south 
to Manchester, thus giving connections at Preston to the main Euston— 
Scotland route, at Todmorden to the Liverpool—Manchester—Leeds 
route, at Skipton to Yorkshire and the East Midlands, and at Man- 
chester to the Midlands and London. ‘The area’s rail facilities for 
goods traffic are excellent, and are used to nothing like their full 
capacity, for the volume of traffic in pre-1914 days was far greater 
than to-day. Freight can be dealt with at no less than 14 stations 
throughout the area. Broadly speaking, the area can meet an 
increased demand for all the major services. 


Water, Gas and Electricity 


An adequate supply of high quality piped water is available over 
most of the district, soft in quality and suitable for most industrial 
uses. The potential supply of the area exceeds the average demand, 
so that new demands for water can be met, unless exceptionally large. 
Demands for industrial water supplies can also be met from the 
Leeds—Liverpool Canal. 

Gas is supplied by the North-Western Gas Board (Burnley—Colne 
Group, enquiries to General Manager, Gas Offices, Parker Lane, 
Burnley) and ample supplies are available in the towns of the area. 
New industrial demands can readily be met and the tariff is much 
lower than in London, or even Manchester, and well below the average 
tariff throughout Great Britain. 


In the Lancashire section of the area, electricity is supplied by{the 
North-Western Electricity Board (District Consumers Engineer, 
Grimshaw Street, Burnley). Supplies are generally available in 
towns and partly available in rural areas ; further supplies can, how- 
ever, be made available in areas not at present served, and additional 
industrial demands can be met without difficulty. "To ensure adequate 


supplies a new power station has been built at Hapton, near Burnley, 
since the war. 


A standard tariff is available which compares favour-

ably with other parts of Great Britain. Electricity is supplied in the 
Barnoldswick and Earby area by the Yorkshire Electricity Board (The 
Manager, District Office, High Street House, Skipton, Yorkshire). 
No standard tariff is yet available, but prices charged compare favour- 
ably with elsewhere in the country, and reasonable further industrial 
demands can be met. 


Amenities 

It was indicated earlier that the towns are in narrow river valleys 
and are within a short distance of unspoilt countryside and moorlands 
which lie on all sides. The area has considerable natural beauty, 
lying as it does on the Pennine foothills, The Forest of Trawden 
is famous as Bronte country. Immediately north of the towns is 
Pendle Hill, beyond which is a most picturesque stretch of rural 
Lancashire including Whalley with its Abbey, the market town of 
Clitheroe with its Norman Castle and the well-known Trough of 
Bowland. ‘The lovely Yorkshire Dales lie only a few miles to the east ; 
Skipton is some 15 miles away, and forms the centre of an area of great 
scenic interest with noted beauty spots such as Grassington and 
Fountains Abbey within easy reach. ‘To the north-west—little more 
than thirty miles away—is the Lake District, now a National Park, 
and equally accessible are the seaside resorts of the Lancashire Coast 
~Morecambe, Blackpool, St. Annes and Southport. 


Sports and Education 


There are innumerable football and cricket clubs in the towns of 
the area. Burnley's famous First Division Football Club has in its 
time won both the Football Association Cup and the League Champion- 
ship. The district is a strong centre of Lancashire League cricket, 
among the several prominent clubs being Nelson, whose professionals 
have included the dynamic West Indian, L. Constantine, and the 
Australian, Lindwall. ‘There are good facilities for golf, bowling, 
tennis and other sports. 

Local education facilities are excellent. In addition to the several 
good grammar schools, the Burnley Technical College is well-known 
far outside North-East Lancashire and the authorities co-operate with 
local industry in arrangements for technical education. 





In conclusion, the available supply of good quality labour should 
be emphasized. Here are resources and facilities which call for 
development. Although the population and prosperity of the area 
have in the past depended on textiles, the area has attractions for other 
industry. For an industrial area it is remarkably smoke-free and 
pleasant ; it is not far from the industrial concentrations of both 
Yorkshire and South Lancashire ; its communications link it readily 
with the ports of Liverpool, Manchester, Preston and Hull ; its 
services can serve and have in the past served a substantially larger 
working population than now ; and where strategic dispersal is a 
consideration, it offers an ideal location.

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New Ideas in Factory Equipment

Exhibition 

IE first National Factory Equipment Exhibition, which was 
opened by Sir Miles Thomas, Chairman of the British Overseas 
Airways Corporation, on Monday at the Royal Horticultural Hall, 
London, was stated by the organizers to be the first exhibition of its 
type to be held in Europe. In a message wishing success to the 
exhibition, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorney- 
croft, said the main object of the exhibition was to display Britain’s 
most modern factory equipment, designed to increase production, 
reduce costs and to make a contribution to the export drive and to 
the standard of living of everybody. We needed all our resources 
of energy and technique, continued the President, to solve the problem 
of adequate production. Scientific and technological development, 
good design, standardization, simplification, a sufficient supply of 
power properly used, intelligent layout, as well as high standards of 
management and attention to the human factors in industry, all must 

make their contribution. 

Good factory equipment had an obvious and most important part 
to play in this combined operation, the President further stated in his 
message. It was a particular example of the general truth that the 
maintenance and improvement of our standard of living depended 
upon our industrial efficiency. We could not rival some of our 
competitors in size of population and resources : we must compensate 
in skilful employment of men and materials and in producing goods 
of superlative quality. 

In the exhibition more than 90 firms from all parts of the country 
showed their latest equipment, including mechanical handling devices, 
costing and accounting systems, protective clothing, automatic tools, 
dust removal systems and workers’ safety and welfare equipment. 

Among the many items of equipment and accessories for the easier 
handling of goods for production and despatch was a new type 
fork lift truck with a load capacity of 1,000 Ibs. The truck has a more 
modest performance than many other higher-powered trucks of this 
type, but it has an advantage of economy in initial cost and subsequent 
running and maintenance costs. The lifting on the machine is 
carried out by the usual means of battery-operated hydraulic system, 
but propulsion is by means of pedals connected to the rear wheel by 
chain drive. Particular attention has been paid to manoeuvrability. 
The length of the truck fitted with 30-inch forks is six feet six inches, 
and the turning radius of the 10 cwt. model is three feet seven inches, 
and goods may be lifted to a height of six feet. 

A variety of stillages and pallets for use with mechanical handling 
equipment was shown, and one company had a comprehensive range 
of welded tubular steel pallets for most types of industry. ‘To meet 
the varying demands made by firms handling different loads the firm 
showed a convertible pallet which may be adapted from a pallet to a 
crate and also to a rack for the storage of components 

The exhibition incorporated what was claimed to be first “ live ” 
industrial display of clothing and safety wear. The garments for 
factory workers demonstrated by the models showed considerable 
advances in designs and colour schemes and among those for women 
employees in light industry were overalls in blue and peach coloured 
washable shantung. Boiler suits in nylon for men and in Terylene 
for women were shown and a range of protective clothing for workers 
dealing with acids and alkalis. Also in this group was a pair of cotton 
gloves covered with plastic materials for handling electrical equipment 
and heated metals. 

Sir Miles Thomas spoke of the identical aims of the air transport 
industry and the exhibition. It was the constant endeavour of 
B.O.A.C., he said, to institute ever faster and improved services for 
the benefit of the general public. Industry to-day was also faced with 
a similar task in that it must speed up production. Sir Miles paid 
tribute to the work of the Anglo-American Productivity Council 
which had contributed to the important task of improving industrial 
efficiency in this country, and said that the exchange of information 
between firms of different countries had indicated what can be done 
to improve productivity by the study of new methods of working 
and by introducing the latest types of factory equipment. 

The exhibition, which was sponsored by the proprietors of The 
Factory Manager and Factory Equipment News, closed yesterday, 
March 27. 


Decontrol of Prices of Bolts 
and Nuts 


HE Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has made an Order 

terminating with effect from March 23, the statutory control of 
maximum prices for steel bolts, nuts, screws and rivets. 

Now that control is removed, the manufacturers concerned intend, 
with the agreement of the Minister, to revise their prices. The 
prices of the majority of these products will be reduced or remain 
stationary, whilst the prices of some will be increased. ‘The overall 
effect will be a net saving to consumers of approximately £250,000 
per annum. 

The industry has undertaken to maintain prices at reasonable levels 
and to make available to the Ministry of Supply, as and when required 
information about their costs of production and other matters affecting 
prices.

Imports of Cauliflower and Broccoli 


Resumed 


JMPORTS of cauliflower and broccoli were suspended from midnight 
March 10, as the permitted quotas for the period February 16 to 
March 31 had then been reached. 

The Board of Trade, in agreement with the Ministry of Food, now 
announce that imports for the remainder of the month, free of quanti- 
tative control, were resumed under Block Licence from midnight on 
March 25. ‘This has been done because the recent low rainfall 
combined with cold weather has held back home supplies. 

Imports from April 1 onwards will once more be subject to quota 
limitation, in accordance with arrangements announced earlier in 
the year by the Ministry of Food. 


Distribution of German Enemy 
Property 


HE ADMINISTRATOR of German Enemy Property began on 
Wednesday to issue cheques representing the first payment of 1s. 
in the £ on account of all claims established to date in the distribution 
of the proceeds of German enemy property and for which formal 


notices of determination will have been issued. The cheques will be 
sent out as rapidly as possible but they cannot all be issued on the 
same day. 

This is an interim payment. Claimants will later receive the 
balance of the amount to which they are legally entitled without 
further application on their part. 

The present payments are in no way connected with the German 
debt settlement on which agreement has recently been reached but 
with which the Administrator is not concerned.

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New Campaign for Industrial Productivity 


ye for a new campaign for industrial productivity 
were launched at a conference addressed by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Mr. R. A. Butler, in London on March 19. 
The conference was arranged by the British Productivity Council 
and was attended by employers, trade unionists, representatives of 
nationalized industries, and members of 66 Productivity Teams who 
have visited the United States. Sir Peter Bennett, Chairman of 
the British Productivity Council, presided. 
The campaign, outlined by Sir Norman Kipping, Director-General 
of the Federation of British Industries, includes three main points :— 


Team visits between firms and industries to exchange 
knowledge and experience of methods and techniques. 


Setting up of local productivity committees in 105 industrial 
towns and centres. 


Showing on the B.B.C. Television Service (and elsewhere) of a 
series of short films illustrating improved methods of industry. 


Mr. Butler said it was unusual for a Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to make speeches during his month of silence before the Budget. 
But that was a very important occasion. The inauguration of the 
British Productivity Council was an event of great significance for 
British industry, and therefore for the 50 million men and women 
whose lives depended upon it. The Council inherited some of the 
work of the Anglo-American Council on Productivity and assumed 
new and important responsibilities of its own. It was born at a 
moment of crux and flux in the economic affairs of the world and of 
the United Kingdom. 

The past year or so had seen the end of what might perhaps come 
to be regarded as the first phase of post-war economic history. In 
that phase the cry was for more production for a seller’s market, and 
the main problem was how to distribute a limited output of goods. 
In some parts of industry this was still true. But they were the 
smaller part, and they were narrowing. The problem to-day was 
how much of our possible output we could enable or induce our 
overseas customers to buy, and not only how rapidly but also how 
€conomically we could get on with the modernization of our productive 
system at home. 


Changed Situation 


This was a different situation from that which faced the Anglo- 
American Council on Productivity when, at the suggestion of Sir 
Stafford Cripps and Mr. Paul Hoffman, it was set up in October 1948. 
That was a year in which output increased in every important 
industry. Competition hardly existed. We were, of course, trying 
then to raise output, especially output for export, but we were also 
greatly concerned as to how to allocate what we could afford in 
resources between exports, investment and home consumption. 

The issue to-day was not so much what we could spare for exports— 
though for some goods there was still a clash between home and 
export demand—as how much we should be able to sell. Without 
more exports we could not for long maintain either our standard of 
life or the rate of investment upon which our future economic power 
depended. Nor could we meet our numerous commitments to 
other countries. 

To begin with, we had to cover by increased exports a volume of 
imports which we could not afford to keep always at its present 
level. For we needed more imported raw materials for a higher rate 
of output. Besides that we wanted to offer a bigger market here to 
other countries, so that they in their turn could offer expanding 
markets to us. But there were other heavy claims on our exports. 
We were committed to help provide finance and equipment for 
productive Commonwealth development. We had a_ defence 
programme which cost us large sums overseas. We had substantial 
debts to repay, and we needed to rebuild the reserves. 

And just at the time when there was this need for a considerable 
increase in exports, we had also to face renewed competition from our 
old trade rivals, Germany and Japan. Their absence from world 
markets had been one of the features of the first post-war phase. 
Now they were back in business, and we should have to take full 
account of them. Both were re-creating their industrial capital and 
re-forming their productive plant at a very high rate. They were not 
bothered with Defence programmes such as we were carrying. The 
mass of the people in each country was content with standards of life 





which we should call austere, if not worse. As we had no intention 
of allowing our standard of living to be forced down, we must adopt 
the only alternative. We must earn the standard of living we wished 
to enjoy, by creating a productive system which could provide it 
without swelling the cost of our goods till they ceased to be competitive. 
That was the significance of higher productivity. 

There had probably never been a time since the war when it was 
more dangerous than it was to-day to make generalizations about 
industry in this country. At one end of the scale were industries 
such as those manufacturing heavy plant, which could sell at once all 
they could produce. At the other end every device of salesmanship, 
every resource of quality and competitive price, were needed to 
maintain output. But of both ends of the scale, and all the way in 
between, it was true to say that we could achieve more with high 
productivity than with low, and that there was every reason to exploit 
existing productive capacity in the most effective way. One way to 
get more wealth from given resources was by better method, better 
organization, better co-operation. The one wealth-producing com- 
modity that made no claim either on the balance of payments or on 
our resources at home was ‘‘ know-how.” 

And that, of course, was why the British Productivity Council was 
founded in succession to the A.A.C.P. and was now launched on its 
programme. A.A.C.P., with essential and most generous co-opera- 
tion from its American half, had done its job by showing British 
industry what there was to be learned from across the Atlantic. The 
remaining job was British. The new Council would inherit certain 
functions from its predecessor. The principal of these were the 
completion of its programme of team visits and the further dissemina- 
tion of the American practices described in the reports already 
published and those still to come. 


Spreading Knowledge 


But the big new task was the wider spreading of British know-how 
which, at its best, as the A.A.C.P. teams had so often emphasized 
in their reports and as the Americans themselves had been glad to 
acknowledge, was as good as the best anywhere. 

We should still be assisted by America and we were grateful for 
the sterling counterpart of nine million dollars of economic aid, 
allocated under the Mutual Security Act, which was to be spent 
largely on the promotion of industrial productivity in this country. 
Discussions were proceeding which were likely to lead to the allocation 
of a considerable amount to help some of the activities of the British 
Productivity Council. 

The programme of expenditure was to be based on the knowledge 
that the best techniques were known, but not widely enough, and that 
more effective machinery of advice and publicity, more trained and 
informed technologists in all grades of industry, were needed. 

Apart from conditional aid the question of how the work of dis- 
semination, of enlightenment, of levelling up, was to be performed 
is essentially a matter for industry, though the Government would 
be ready to help in whatever way it could, and would consider any 
proposals to remove obstacles to higher productivity. 

He was very glad to see from the constitution of the new Council 
that it had not only continued the principle of a working partnership 
between both sides of industry on which the A.A.C.P. was based, 
but had, on the employers’ side, extended its membership to include 
other organizations interested in manufacture and commerce. He 
was convinced that it was only through joint discussion between 
representatives of business and management and the representatives 
of the workpeople that an effective programme for higher productivity 
could be hammered out. ‘Those who traded, and particularly those 
who traded abroad, could say what the customer wanted ; manage- 
ment, advised by its technicians, could devise new machinery and new 
methods of production. But the practical men knew that all this 
amounted to nothing unless those who were going to operate the 
new machines were willing to accept the change and co-operate fully 
on the new processes. They would not be ready to do that unless 
they were told the reason for it and were convinced that they would 
get a square deal. Hitherto there had not perhaps been a sufficiently 
widespread understanding of the need for co-operation at the factory 
level on the problem of the introduction of new processes and new 
working methods. He thought at one of the most important tasks 
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of this Council would be to examine how that understanding could be 
introduced into every factory in the country—and there were more 
than 50,000 of them. 


Help from Trade Unions 


He knew that the Trade Union movement had been actively helping 
in this task in recent years. The T.U.C. itself published a report 
on Productivity a few years ago and carried out an enquiry into the 
arrangements made by trade unions for educating and training their 
members in economic matters and production questions. He would 
like particularly to mention the important effort made by the Transport 
and General Workers’ Union in this field. Under their auspices 
1,000 shop stewards a year attend two-day training courses, 4,000 
members attended day or week-end schools in 1952, and another 3,000 
took correspondence courses on a curriculum that included produc- 
tivity problems. ‘This was a splendid achievement. But there were 
nearly eight million trade union members in this country, and so 
there was still some way to go yet. He hoped that the B.P.C. would 
help the trade union movement on that way. 

While its choice of working methods was a matter for the B.P.C... 
it was engaged among other things in a campaign of publicity. That 
was a matter on which perhaps a politician might claim some right 
to speak—not as a specialist, but at any rate as a general practitioner. 
There was, of course, a kind of publicity affecting productivity in 
which the Government was bound itself to take an active part. He 
meant publicity about the general national situation—the urgent 
need for industry’s contribution to the achievement of more exports 
and more investment. The Government would go on doing its work 
on these lines, but industry could follow it up to powerful effect. 
It would surely be a great help to the work of the B.P.C. if individual 
industries and, best of all, individual firms re-stated their own 
problems of export and of plant modernization to their own staff and 
operatives in terms of their own circumstances and problems. He 
hoped it might be possible for one of the industrial advisory bodies 
which gave the Government so much help to study this matter and 
find ways and means of getting it done. 

But in that part of the field of publicity which was more particularly 
the concern of the Productivity Council, that was publicity about 
methods, there were just two points he would venture to make. The 
first was that in industry, as in other walks of life, there already 


existed many healthy and vigorous organizations with particular 


interests and with their own ways of reaching people. He imagined 
that the B.P.C., whose whole creed was the need to get the best out 
of existing resources, would apply that excellent doctrine to its own 
activities, and would seek to enlist all the ready-made help and support 
it could get. 

Secondly, he would address a particular word to those from both 
sides of industry who were sitting with him on the platform, and to the 
dozens and scores of other leaders in industry and the trades unions 
who did not happen to be present, though their distinction and 
influence were not less. There was a great deal to be gained by 
getting about the country, carrying the gospel to groups of managers, 
technicians and operatives. He knew that our industrial leaders 
had many calls on their time for meetings and consultations in London. 
But they would be doing good service to the aims of this Council if 
they would use whatever time they could spare to take its message 
to the centres of production. London might be the centre where the 
national headaches tended to congregate, where most of the financial 
pundits, most of the daily newspapers, and most of the politicians, 
conducted their arguments. But it was very far from being the whole 
country, and the cure for the headaches was often to be found in a 
little regular exercise. 


Programme of Sterling Area Development 


One message in particular he would like to see carried from the 
centre to the places of production. He and Mr. Eden had just 
returned from America where they unfolded to attentive and friendly 
ears the proposals evolved at the Commonwealth Conference. The 
ideas which were outlined on the Conference communique, and 
elaborated by them in Washington, included as an essential feature 
a programme of sterling area development. This development 
depended upon an expansion of industry in the United Kingdom, so 
that we could increase the supply of plant and equipment to the 
everseas territories of the Commonwealth as well as to our own 
factories. ‘The greater the progress made in that direction, the better 
the hope of achieving our other objectives. Thus the achievement 
of the various aims discussed at the Conference would depend to no 
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small extent on what was done in the factories of Britain. It was in 
fact intimately wrapped up with the success of this Productivity 
Council and its work. 

The United Kingdom's ability to increase the volume and the 
technical efficiency of its production was one of the principal condi- 
tions of world expansionism. If we could succeed, doors would begin 
to open not only for us but for all those countries whose prosperity 
was apt to march with our own. If we failed, restrictionism or 
recession, or both, would be forced upon us and therefore upon a 
score or more of important economies overseas. Nothing could give 
greater satisfaction on the other side of the iron curtain than a failure 
to raise productivity as a basis for our joint efforts to strengthen the 
free world. 

It was therefore a pleasure and a privilege to speak at the first 
public function of the British Productivity Council. It rested upon 
a sound and hopeful idea, it embodied industry’s acceptance of the 
responsibility for getting industry’s own job well and truly done. It 
derived from a partnership between industry and Government in 
which the State lent practical support and encouragement while 
industry took the initiative and carried out the work. All the varied 
interests in industry were represented in it. And the purpose which 
it existed to serve was second to none in its profound importance for 
the whole future of our country. 


Sir Lincoln Evans, Deputy Chairman of the British Productivity 
Council, the steel workers’ leader, and a member of the T.U.C. General 
Council, Sir Vincent Tewson, Secretary of the T.U.C. General 
Council, and Sir Ewart Smith, Technical Director of Imperial 
Chemical Industries Limited, were among others who gave strong 
support to the campaign. 


Objectives of the British 
Productivity Council 


THE British Productivity Council is composed of representatives of 

the British Employers’ Confederation, the Federation of British 
Industries, the Trades Union Congress, the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, the National Union of Manufacturers and 
the Nationalized Industries (British Transport Commission, British 
Electricity Authority and the National Coal Board). 

In a statement on their objectives, the Council emphasize that they 
are non-political, free of Government control, and concerned only 
with the improvement of the economic position of the country for the 
betterment of all. Nothing in their declaration of policy implies 
that the individual members of the Council are committed to any 
Particular structure for the ownership and management of industry. 
They are all agreed, however, on the essential need to make industry as 
efficient and productive as possible in the general interest. 


The Council then make the following points :— 


1. The standard of living of all in Britain depends primarily on th 
productive efficiency of British industry and the related services. 

The purpose of the British Productivity Council is to stimulate the 
improvement of productivity in every sector of the national economy by 
every possible means. 


2. The Council has no executive powers. The work of improvement 
must be carried out in the factories, on the farms, in the mines, in the 
transport services, in the distributive trades and shops, and in the offices of 
the nation. Every working member of the community has an opportunity 
and a responsibility to play a part in this advance, as well as a personal 
interest in its ultimate success. 


3. The very existence of the 50 million people in Britain depends on the 
import of one half of our food and most of our raw materials in exchange 
for exports of manufactured goods. ‘These can only be sold in a progressive 
and competitive world if our real costs of production make our prices 
competitive. 

In the past, the countries from whom we bought our primary requirements 
did not, in general, produce the industrial products which we had to offer. 
Now they are increasingly independent in this respect ; in addition, the 
rapid growth of world population (some 20 millions per annum) and the 
widespread rise in the world standard of living is increasing the demand—~ 
and the price—for the food and other materials which we must import. 


4. The British standard of living cannot be maintained, let alone improved, 
unless our productive efficiency keeps pace with that of other nations. From 
about 1750 to 1900, the industry of this country led the world in productive 
efficiency. In consequence, the British people had then better general 
living conditions than any other nation, low as this level was in comparison 
with present standards. Since then, the British average annual increase in 
productivity has only been about one half of that achieved by some other

countries. The result is that our position will grow relatively worse until 
we reverse this trend. 


5. We are convinced that Britain can, nevertheless, in due course enjoy 
a standard of living second to none. is can be achieved if all our 
industries and services adopt the dynamic and progressive approach which 
now exists only in some. The energy, ability and adventurous spirit for 


| which the British race has always been renowned will all be needed if we 


are to meet the challenge of the changing world in which we live. 


6. Industry exists to provide the goods and services which the community 
requires. It is the duty of all—as it is in the interest of all—to ensure that 
this is achieved with the most efficient use of all our resources. These 
include materials, plant and equipment, and human effort, though ultimately 
they all depend on human action. Knowledge of the physical sciences and 


| of the techniques of organization and management is extending year by 


year. This makes possible a corresponding and continuous increase in the 
volume and efficiency of production from our resources, but only if such 


| knowledge is applied as it becomes available. 





7. Progressive change is, therefore, essential in our industrial economy. 
To be effective, it must be based not on guesswork, emotion, or practices 
that may be obsolete in the light of modern knowledge, but on an objective 
analysis of all the factors involved. 


8. On the human side, we believe in the need for full understandivg and 
appropriate incentives of all kinds and at all levels, if productivity is to be 
increased as rapidly as possible. This means that every individual must 
know what is expected of him, be able to take pride and interest in his work, 
and have opportunities for personal advancement and monetary reward. 
Individual betterment must be based as far as possible, however, on personal 
merit, and on the contribution of the individual to the collective purpose. 


9. By virtue of their position as leaders, we believe that a special 
responsibility falls upon all ranks of managers and supervisors, whether 
they be engaged in Industry, in the Trade Unions, in the fields of Education, 
Politics or the Civil Service. All exert a real influence, directly or indirectly, 
on the efficiency of industry and the climate in which it works. By their 
work and decisions they have to ensure advance on the technical side of 
production and distribution. ‘They have also to secure the understanding 
and enthusiasm of those for whom they are responsible, if real progress is 
to be made. 


10. In the short term, experience has shown that a marked advance in 
productivity can often be made with existing equipment by improvements 
in methods of control and/or minor changes in layout, etc. This demands 
a fearless and critical examination of present methods of working and of 
organization. It requires a willingness on the part of both management 
and workers to make, and accept, changes which will serve the common 
purpose. We wish to stress our belief in the need for this approach and 
in the benefits to all concerned which would result. 


11. In the long term, higher productivity must come mainly from 
continual improvement and extension of the physical means of production 
and distribution. This demands the application of technical knowledge 
derived from research. It depends equally on the provision of capital 
for new equipment, which can only come from savings. Savings can only be 
the difference between consumption and production. So if the rate of 
production is increased the less the need to reduce consumption. 


12. It is not sufficient to understand and accept the fact that “as we 
produce, so can we live.” It is for everyone, whatever his position or job 
may be, to increase the effectiveness of his own work by every possible means. 
Only if this is done can our present economic difficulties be overcome, so 
that all may receive the benefit of improved living standards and of true 
security. 


Seventh Meeting of International 
Tin Study Group 


THE SEVENTH meeting of the International Tin Study Group 
opened in London on Monday. There were present 55 delegates 
from Australia, Belgium, Bolivia, British Colonial and Dependent 
Territories, Canada, France, India, Indonesia, Italy, Netherlands, 
Thailand, the United Kingdom and the United States. Observers 
were present from the Federal Republic of Germany, the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation and the Tin Research Institute. 
The delegates were welcomed by the Minister of Materials, Sir 
Arthur Salter. 

Mr. J. A. R. Pimlott (United Kingdom) was elected Chairman of the 
meeting ; Sr. Manuel Barrau (Bolivia) and Sr. Bruniera (Italy) were 
elected vice-chairmen. 
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N THE House of Commons on Monday, the President of the Board 
of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, made a statement about the 
relaxation of trade restrictions. 

The House would recall, he said, that in November 1951, and 
March 1952, the Government were obliged to reimpose quantitative 
restrictions on a wide range of our imports from Western European 
and certain other countries in order to check the drain on our reserves. 
The Government made it clear at the time that these were emergency 
measures and that it was the Governmeni’s intention to proceed with 
the removal of the restrictions just as soon as circumstances permitted. 
The Government had recently reviewed the situation and decided 
to take an important step in this direction. 

Full details of the measures which were being taken were being 
published that afternoon and he was placing copies of the Notices 
to Importers in the Library. These measures could be summarized 
as follows. We were restoring to Open General Licence a consider- 
able range of goods, mainly foodstuffs and manufactures, including 
unrationed cheese, textile yarns and piece-goods, gloves, footwear, 
carpets, plate and sheet glass, and cork and cork manufactures. We 
were also increasing the global auotas, for the second half of this year, 
for certain other goods which, for the time being, must remain subject 
to restriction. The effect of these relaxations would be to raise from 
44 to 58 the percentage of United Kingdom imports on private account 
from Western Europe, which was free from quantitative restriction. 
These percentages, which were calculated on the basis of trade in 
1948, compare with 75 per cent., the minimum standard set by the 
Organization for European Economic Co-operation for countries 
which were not in balance of payments difficulties, and with the 
figure of 90 per cent. which we reached before restrictions were 
imposed in November 1951. 

The Open General Licences would come into effect on March 25 ; 
the licences under the global quotas would be issued in the course of 
the next few weeks, and would be valid as from the date of issue. 


Overseas Travel Allowance Raised to {40 


The Government had also decided to increase the travel allowance, 
as from March 24, from £25 to £40. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer was that day informing the Council 
of the Organization for European Economic Co-operation of these 
measures. 

In making these relaxations, we had had regard to what was of 
traditional importance in our trade with Europe, and, in particular, 
to measures helpful to France and Italy, whose trade had been most 
affected by the restrictions which the United Kingdom had been 
obliged to apply. While the United Kingdom’s position in the 
European Payments Union had shown some improvement in recent 
months, we were still in serious overall deficit with the Union, and 
the relaxations which the Government were making represented the 
maximum possible in the circumstances. But it was of great import- 
ance to this country to maintain at the highest possible level our trade 
with Europe, and to increase the openings in Europe for our exports. 
We could not expect to do this unless we were prepared to play our 
part to the fullest extent that our balance of payments situation 
permitted. The measures which we were now taking were an 
important contribution to this end. 

Replying to supplementary questions on his statement, the President 
said that the House would recognise that any calculations of total cost 
were bound to be very speculative. One could not say how much 
advantage would be taken of open general licences or of the oppor- 
tunity to travel, but it was estimated that, roughly speaking, the total 
additional expenditure might be in the neighbourhood of £40 million 
in a full year, of which £8 million, approximately, would be the 
amount to be attributed to the addition to the tourist allowance. 


It would be correct to say that the United Kingdom’s cumulative 
deficit with the European Payments Union was £200 million, in 
addition to a gold payment, which we could reasonably hope to win 
back, of £100 million. It was against that background that he had 
emphasied in his statement that the relaxations were the most which 
Her Majesty’s Government felt it would be prudent or right to make 
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at the present time. ‘They did, however, think that it was a proper 
contribution to make in the circumstances which now existed, and 
they made it in the hope that the creditor countries would also take 
the opportunity of relaxing still further any restrictions that they 
had, and that all countries should continue at least to maintain the 
conditions of liberalization which at present obtained. 


On the subject of the travel allowances, the President said that the 
allowance for children under 12 would be raised from £15 to £30. 
The period would remain unaltered, i.e., it would extend ‘from 
November 1 in any one year to October 31 in the next. The motor 
car allowance would be increased from £15 to £20. 


It was hoped that the creditor countries would maintain their 
present liberalization and, where possible, extend it. The relaxations 
were more than a gesture. ‘They were a positive contribution to the 
expansion of trade between ourselves and Europe. 


Treasury Statement on Travel Allowance 


FOLLOWING THE President’s announcements on the raising of the 
basic travel allowance, and the increase for children and motor cars, 
the ‘Treasury announced that the motor cycle allowance is increased 
from £5 to £10. 

The Treasury state that the increases take effect at once. Anyone 
therefore, who is now abroad or who goes abroad before October 31 
may apply to his authorized bank or travel agency for enough foreign 
currency to bring his total for the 12 months since November 1, 1952 
up to £40. ‘ 

United Kingdom residents are reminded that it is illegal to buy, 
spend, or exchange sterling notes outside the Sterling Area. The 
maximum amount that can be taken out of the United Kingdom in 
sterling notes is £5 ; this sum is to enable travellers to meet expenses 
on a British ship or plane or on their return to the United Kingdom. 
Travellers are strongly advised to avoid arriving at the ports with 
more than this amount. Notes cannot be deposited with the controls. 
All travellers should carefully read the Travellers Currency Guide 
issued by banks, travel agents and the Passport Office before under- 
taking their journey. 


Details of Goods to be Restored to Open 
General Licence 


DETAILS of the goods to be restored to Open General Licence 
are given in Notice to Importers No. 546, which accompanies this 
announcement. ‘The most important are unrationed cheese, lentils 
and butter beans, olive oil, tomato puree and juice, glace cherries, 
peaches, apricots, pineapples, tangerines, clementines and mandarines, 
textile yarns and piece-goods, carpets, furniture, footwear, gloves, 
matches, plate and sheet glass, roofing tiles, hat hoods, food preparing 
and processing machinery, rough marble, raw cork and cork manu- 
factures. ‘The Open General Licences take effect from March 25: 
1953, and, as from this date, the goods concerned may be imported 
without separate licences if consigned from and originating in Western 
Europe and certain other foreign countries. 


The import quotas for the period beginning July 1, 1953, are set 
out in Notice to Importers No. 547 (see page 614), together with 
information on how to apply for licences. Among the items for which 
increased quotas are announced are edible nuts, essential oils, grapes, 
canned fish, canned tomatoes, glassware and drugs. Applications for 
licences under these quotas must be submitted to the Board of Trade, 
Import Licensing Branch, Romney House, Marsham Street, London, 
S.W.1, not later than April 18. Licences will be issued as soon as 
practicable after this date and will be valid from the date of issue. 


Details of Notices to Importers Nos. 546 and 547, which 
give effect to the relaxations announced above, are repro- 
duced on the following pages. 
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Extension of Open General Licence and Amendments 


HE Board of Trade announce, in Notice to Importers 546, that, 

with effect from March 25, 1953, the Open General Licence re- 
ferred to in Appendices 11 and III of Notice to Importers No. 492, 
as subsequently amended, has been extended and amended as shown 
in Schedules I and II below. Accordingly, as from that date, separate 
ficences will not longer be required for the import of the goods 
affected. 

The goods affected by the additions and amendments to the 
Open General Licence relating to Appendix II of Notice to Importers 
No. 492 may be imported without separate licence if consigned 
from and originating in any country or territory other than the 
following :— 


Albania, Argentina, Bolovia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, 

' Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 

El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), 

. Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, 

Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia, Philippines, Poland, Rou- 

mania, ‘Tangier, United States of America, Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, Venezuela. 


Goods listed in Schedule I for inclusion in Appendix III of that 
Notice may be imported if consigned from and originating in any 
country or territory other than those listed above, except that the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics is not excluded for this purpose. 


Importers should note that Appendices II and III of Notice to 
Importers No. 492 relate to goods consigned from and originating in 
any of the permitted sources ; thus, if they are consigned from 
one of the permitted countries and originate in another permitted 
country they are covered by the Open General Licence, but if they 
originate in any of the excepted countries, even if consigned from 
one of the permitted countries, they require an individual licence. 


Wherever an importer proposes to import from one country 
goods originating in another, he should consult the Exchange Control 
Authorities through his own bankers, before he enters into any 
gommitments. 


In addition to these changes, the Open General Licence referred 
to in Appendix IV of Notice to Importers No. 492, as subsequently 
amended, is amended, with effect from March 25, 1953, in respect 
of the items shown in Schedule II below. It will also be necessary 
to make certain consequential amendments to Appendix IV and these 
will be notified in due course. 


The Board of Trade also announce that in the Open General 
Licence referred to on page 1 of Notice to Importers No. 492, the 
following sentence has been inserted :— 


“For the purpose of Groups 11 and 17 of the second schedule 
to this licence, the value of any goods shall be the value required 
by the Commissioners of Customs and Excise to be declared in 
respect of those goods on the relative Customs entry or in any 
other manner required by those Commissioners.”” (The second 
Schedule to the Open General Licence corresponds to Appendix

The opportunity has also been taken to include several minor 
amendments to the Open General Licence as shown in the Schedules 
to this notice.

‘The Board of Trade announce, in Notice to 
Importers No. 547 above, the value of the quotas in the period 
beginning July 1, 1953, for the goods remaining subject to restriction 
which are listed in Schedules I and II to this Notice. Schedule I to 
this Notice relates to commodities restricted in November 1951, and 
Schedule II to commodities restricted in March 1952, together with 
pottery. Applications are invited to import these goods in accord- 
ance with the arrangements set out below. Application forms may be 
obtained from the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 
43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1. 

2. Licences will be issued as soon as practicable after the date 
set for the receipt of applications and will be valid from the date 
of issue. 


3. As in previous periods, the quotas will be allocated on the basis 
of trade in a past period and in general, the licensing arrangements 
for these commodities will remain unchanged. ‘The attention of 
importers is, however, drawn to the following points :— 

(a) Quota headings 

Where a change has been made in the wording of a quota head- 
ing the letter (C) appears after the appropriate quota number in the

Imports of Banseas Seen 


Non-Sterling Sources 


rz WAS announced by the Board of Trade and the Ministry of 

Food on December 24, 1952, that as from December 29, 1952, 
imports of bananas consigned from and originating in the sterling 
area would be admitted under Open General Licence. The Open 
General Licence referred to in Appendix IV of Notice to Importers 
No. 492, as subsequently amended, was accordingly further amended 
by the inclusion of ‘“‘ Bananas” in Group 1, Part B, under “ Fruit 
and Vegetables, fresh, the following :—’”’ 

2. On March 17, 1953, the Ministry of Food announced that 
imports of bananas from non-sterling sources were to be returned to 
the trade. The Board of Trade in Notice to Importers No. 548, 
now invite applications for licences to import bananas from countries 
other than those listed in paragraph 3 from wholesalers satisfying 
the condition in paragraph 5. 

3. Applications are invited for licences to import bananas from 
countries other than :— 

(a) The Scheduled ‘Territories, Muscat and Oman. (The 
Scheduled Territories at present comprise the British Common- 
wealth (except Canada), British Trust Territories, British 
Protectorates and Protected States, Burma, the Irish Republic 
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Iraq, Iceland, Jordan and Libya). 

Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian 
Zone), Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, 
Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia (Iran), Philip- 
pines, Poland, Roumania, Tangier, United States of America, 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Venezuela, Yugoslavia. 

4. Applications should be sent, in the first place, to the Ministry 
of Food, Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Division, 29 York Terrace, 
Regent’s Park, London, N.W.1. Page 1 of the application form 
I.L.B./A (Revised) should be completed : on page 2 only question 
4 (a) need be answered ; on pages 3, 5 and 7 only the Name and Full 
Postal Address, Applicant’s Reference Number and the Description 
of Goods (Bananas) need be filled in. 

5. It has been decided that, in the absence of any recent period of 
private trading, licences will be issued to wholesalers and will normally 
be assessed by reference to the facilities they have immediately 
available for ripening bananas. Applicants should, therefore, send 
with their licence applications a statement showing :— 

(a) the address or addresses of the banana ripening rooms owned 

by them or leased for their exclusive use, and 

(b) the total “ hanging” accommodation at each address on the 

date of application. The ‘“ hanging’ accommodation is the 
number of “‘ hooks ” and “ eyes” in the rooms. 

6. Applications for licences and the accompanying statements of 
hanging accommodation should be sent to the address given in 
paragraph 4 by April 2, 1953. 

7. Licences will be issued as soon as possible and will be valid to 
December 31, 1953. 

8. Applicants are reminded that any person who makes a false 
statement or furnishes any document or information false in a material 
particular for the purpose of obtaining an import licence is liable to a 
fine not exceeding £500 and/or a term of imprisonment not exceeding 


six months.

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Changes in the United Kingdom Trade Classification 
in 1954 


IT HAS BEEN DECIDED as a result of recommendations made by 

the United Nations that certain changes should be made in the 

classification of commodities used for the United Kingdom overseas 
trade statistics. ‘These changes, which will take effect from January 1, 
1954, affect primarily the order and grouping of commodities. The 
content of the individual headings in the Import and Export Lists 
will not, in general, be changed for this purpose. 

The Economic and Social Council of the United Nations in July 
1950 approved the Standard International Trade Classification 
(S.1.T.C.)* submitted to them by the Statistical Commission. ‘They 
urged all Governments to make use of this either by (1) adopting 
this system of commodity classification with such modifications as 
might be necessary to meet national requirements without disturbing 
the framework of the classification, or (2) re-arranging their statistical 
data in accordance with this system for the purpose of international 
comparison, The United Kingdom has been an active supporter 
of the attempt to establish this new international classification for 
trade statistics, and while so far we have met our obligations to the 
United Nations by adopting method (2), the Government have 
reached the conclusion that it is now desirable to adopt method (1) 
and use the S.1.T.C. with certain modifications as our basic classifica- 
tion for trade statistics. 


Advantages of the Change 


A change in classification inevitably means some loss in compar- 
ability with past figures, but this drawback will be mitigated as far as 
possible by reworking some of our past data on the basis of the new 
classification. ‘The chief advantages which it is hoped will be gained 
from the change are firstly, that we shall be in a better position to 
compare United Kingdom trade for different commodities with that 
of other countries, quite a number of which are now publishing trade 
statistics classified according to the S.1.T.C. Several of the colonial 
territories have already adopted the new classification or are planning 
to do so, and it is anticipated that by 1954 at least four-fifths of the 
trade of the colonial territories will be classified according to the 
S.1.T.C. It is hoped that other Commonwealth countries may find it 
possible to adopt the S.1.T.C. or to publish figures on this basis, since 
this would be a big step towards assisting the study of Commonwealth 
and Sterling area problems. Secondly, the change will facilitate the 
provision of statistics for international organizations such as the 
United Nations and O.E.E.C. for which special tabulations on the 
basis of the S.1.'T.C. have to be prepared at present. ‘Thirdly, the 
new classification is in several respects an improvement from a purely 
national point of view on the present one, which has been changed 
little since 1920—e.g. it brings together all fuels in one class and 
separates electrical from other machinery. 

In designing the form which the United Kingdom classification 
should take, it has been found necessary to make some modifications 
to the S.1.'T.C. to adapt it for national use. In place of the ten broad 
S.1.T.C, Sections, classes similar to, though not exactly comparable 
with, the three main ones used at present for food, raw materials and 
manufactures will be retained while adding one further class for fuel. 
The main grouping below this level will be Divisions conforming 
very closely to those in the United Nations classification. At the 
most detailed level the individual headings of the Import and Export 
Lists will be retained as indicated above, although these will be re- 
arranged in S.1.T.C. order. This means that the basic data from 
which the trade figures are compiled will not be altered in content. 
An outline of the classification, with S.I.T.C. references, is given 
below. 

The decision to change the United Kingdom overseas trade classifi- 
cation to conform as closely as possible with the S.I.T.C. would in 
any event entail extensive alterations in the monthly Trade Accounts 
and the opportunity has been taken to reconsider their form. The 
practice of showing figures for selected Import or Export List headings 
or aggregates of headings will not be altered, but certain changes will 
be made in the headings selected in order to facilitate the provision

of figures on a S.I.T.C. basis. It is also hoped to introduce some 
general changes to improve the statistics given, for example whereas 
the present Accounts give country figures for commodities selected 
on a somewhat arbitrary basis the country tables to be given in the 
new Accounts will instead in most cases be based on §S.I.T.C. 
“ groups.”’ On the whole they will, therefore, cover larger groups 
of commodities than at present, thus enabling more comprehensive 
country information to be given. 

The operation of these major changes entails a great deal of work 
which it would be extremely difficult to carry through if further 
changes had to be made in the 1954 Import and Export Lists as a 
consequence of the annual review of the individual headings. It is 
therefore necessary to postpone for a year the normal work of reviewing 
these headings and any proposals which are put forward for amending 
those in the 1953 Lists will be considered with a view to introducing 
changes, where they are acceptable, in the 1955 Lists rather than in 
those for 1954.

British Design on Show in 
United States 


NEARLY 200 objects of good current British design have been 

selected by the Council of Industrial Design on behalf of the Dollar 
Exports Council for display in a United States travelling exhibition 
called ‘‘ Design from Britain.”’ 

The display has been arranged by the Smithsonian Institution. 
The exhibition opened on March 19 under the auspices of the British 
Embassy at the Institute of Contemporary Arts, Washington. The 
exhibits will remain there until April 22 when they go on a nation-wide 
tour. During the 1953/4 season museums in Memphis, Tennessee ; 
Chicago, Illinois; Bloomfield Hills, Michigan; Minneapolis, 
Minnesota ; ‘Toledo, Ohio ; Louisville, Kentucky ; San Francisco, 
California ; and others will present the exhibition, which is the first 
of its kind to visit the United States since ‘‘ Modern British Crafts ”’ 
toured American and Canadian cities in 1945 under the auspices of 
the British Council. 

The sele ction, which has been made from the C.O.1.D.’s “ Design 
Review,” covers the following domestic products: glass, pottery 
cutlery, silverware, woodware, lighting fittings, furniture, wallpapers, 
fabrics, linen, carpets and Coronation souvenirs. 


Display of British Design in Zurich

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Purchase Tax Relief on Purchases 
Made for U.S. Forces in U.K. 


HE Commissioners of Customs and Excise give notice of a modi- 

fication in the arrangements with the United States Air Force and 
United States Naval Authorities, under which relief from Purchase 
Tax is given in respect of certain orders placed by the United 
Kingdom Exchange System of the United States Air Force and by 
the United States Navy Exchange for chargeable goods for re-sale to 
personnel stationed in the United Kingdom or for use by the Exchange. 
For the future such relief from Purchase Tax will be given directly 
by allowing tax-free delivery of the goods concerned. 

The new arrangements will apply to orders placed on or after 
April 1 next and tax must continue to be charged as at present on 
orders placed before that date, notwithstanding that delivery or 
payment may be made thereafter. 

Purchases under these arrangements will be made by authorized 
United States Base Exchange Officers or United States Navy Exchange 
Officers only from traders who are registered for Purchase Tax 
purposes with H.M. Customs and Excise and such traders will be 
required by the Exchange Officers to confirm their eligibility by 
quoting their P.T. registration numbers. 

Contracts or orders will be placed on official forms and must bear 
the following declaration by the appropriate United States Officer >— 

‘« The goods listed above are to be delivered at a price exclusive 
of Purchase Tax under arrangements agreed between the 
priate United States authorities and H.M. Customs and 
(Ref. 19029/51). 

I hereby certify that these goods are being purchased for 
official use in this country in the United States Base Exchanges 
(United States Navy Exchanges) or for re-sale therein to entitled 
personnel only and that the goods will be paid for out of official 
U.K.E.S. funds (United States Navy Exchange funds).” 

The declaration, which may be on the reverse of the order form 
where necessary, will be signed by the Officer placing the order. If 
contracts or orders are subsequently altered either as to quantity or 
as to the specification of the goods involved, the above declaration 
will be included in the notice of modification. A fresh declaration 
will also be given whenever a fresh contract or order is given, whether 
or not it is a repetition of the original. 

In all cases where supply under the contract or order is completed, 
registered traders should ensure that they hold a receipt showing that 
the goods have been delivered to the appropriate Exchange. Such 
receipts for delivery, together with relevant contracts or orders. 
delivery notes, etc., should be retained by the registered trader im 
discharge of his respo mnsibility for Purchase Tax. 

Although the present arrangements are somewhat similar in form 
to the arrangements referred to in the Board of Trade Journal on 
June 14, 1952 (page 1199) for relief from Purchase Tax on certain 
United States official purchases for common defence, etc., purposes, 
the arrangements set out in the present Notice are distinct and apply 
only to purchases made by the Exchange.

THE TREASURY 


(Statutory Instruments 1953, No. 479). ‘The Order extends the list 
of essential drugs and medicines exempt from Purchase Tax under 
the Purchase Tax (No. 5) Order, 1952 (Statutory Instruments 1952, 
No. 1750) which is revoked. 

All drugs and medicines previously exempt under the revoked 
Order remain exempt under the new Order. 

The Order applies to goods which are delivered on sale, or 
priated to retail trade or similar purposes, on or after March 28, 1953, 
and to imported goods which are imported and entered, or which are 
delivered from bonded warehouse for home consumption, on or after 
that date. 

Copies of the Order are obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C .2, and branches, or through any 
price 4d. (by post 54d.).

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Control of Carriage of Strategic Goods to China in Ships 
Registered in U.K. and Colonies 


S STATED in the communique issued after the Foreign 
Secretary's recent talks in Washington, the Government have 
decided to reinforce the embargo on the export of strategic goods 
to China which was instituted in accordance with the United Nations 
Resolution of May 18, 1951, by imposing an additional prohibition 
on the carriage of such goods to China from any source in British 


e Control of Trade by Sea (China and North Korea) Order, 
1953, made and laid before Parliament on March 16 by the Minister 
of Transport, is the first step to give effect to this decision. It will be 
followed immediately by the Control of Trade by Sea General Licence, 
1953. The effect of the Order and the Licence, which must be read 
together, is that no British ship registered in the United Kingdom or 
Colonies of 500 gross tons or more may, on or after March 31, 1953, 

to sea from anywhere in the world on a voyage to China or 
orth Korea or between ports in these places except under the 
euthority of a licence granted under the Order by or on behalf of the 
Minister of Transport. In the case of United Kingdom-registered 
ships this licence will be in addition to the General Trading Licence 
which is already required under the Control of Trade by Sea (No. 2) 
Order, 1939. Diversions to China without the special licence are 
prohibited save under duress or stress of weather. 

Licences will be granted subject to the condition that the ship 
does not, on the voyage to which the licence refers, carry any item of 
strategic cargo to China or North Korea ; strategic cargo includes 
anything in the list below, but as the export of particular items is 
occasionally authorized there is an exemption for shipments covered 
by a valid United Kingdom or colonial export licence. There will 
be a breach either of the Order or of the ship’s licence if a ship 
covered by the Order carries strategic cargo to China. The persons 
liable to prosecution for such a breach (unless they were ignorant 
of the nature of the cargo) are the master and the person having the 
management of the ship, and the maximum penalty is £500 or two 
years’ imprisonment or both. 

Ships operated from the United Kingdom will be licensed from 
London, but for those operated from Hong Kong, Singapore, or the 
Federation of Malaya licences will be issued locally. Licence applica- 
tion forms, which should be filled in by owners or managers (not 
charterers), may be obtained from Commercial Services Division,

Committee Reports on Marking of Imported

Application for Exemption from Import 
Duty on Diamond Powder and Diamond Grit 


THE Board of Trade announce that they have under consideration 
an application for the addition to the Free List, under the Import

These materials are at present liable, under the Act, to the general 
ad valorem duty of 10 per cent.

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HE table of import and export price index numbers for February

‘The index for raw materials 
and materials mainly manufactured fell by two points to 87 ; reduc- 
tions in the prices of arrivals were fairly general in this class, zine 
ore and concentrates, pitprops and paper making materials being 
some of the commodities contributing most to the reduction. The 
price index for imports of manufactured goods at 91 was also two 
points lower.

Committee to Review Duty-Free Imports of Machinery 


N A written Answer to a Parliamentary Question on March 19, the 
‘ President of the Board of Trade announced that, after consultation 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer, he had decided to set up an 
independent Committee to review the long term problem of the duty- 
free entry of machinery. 
The terms of reference of the Committee are :— 

To consider and report whether it is in the national interest to 
provide for the duty-free admission into the United Kingdom 
of machinery, either by classes or in individual consignments ; 

and, in this connection, to review the provisions of Section 10 
of the Finance Act, 1932, and their administration, and to 
recommend what, if any, changes should be made. 


Chairman: Sir Henry Wilson Smith and the other members com- 
prise three industrialists with experience mainly as makers of 
machinery, three with experience mainly as users of machinery, a 
trade union representative and an independent.

Interim Index of Retail Prices 


AT February 17, 1953, the official index figure,* which measures 
changes in the average level of retail prices compared with the level 
at the base date June 17, 1947 (taken as 100) was 139, compared with 
138 at January 13. 


Announcing this the Ministry of Labour and National Service 
state that the rise in the index during the month was due mainly to 
increases in the prices of vegetables.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


WEDNESDAY MARCH 18 
Publicity for B.I.F. and Trade Fairs 


The President of the Board of ‘Trade was asked why it had been 
considered necessary on page 15 of the pamphlet publicising the 
British Industries Fair to include a list of other European Trade 
Fairs taking place in March, April and May ; and what arrangement 
had been made with the other trade fairs in question to obtain some 
reciprocal benefit in return for this publicity which they had received 
at British expense. 

Mr. Peter Thorneycroft replied that more overseas buyers were 
likely to be attracted, particularly from outside Europe, to undertake 
the trouble and expense of a journey to the British Industries Fair 
if they were informed how they could conveniently include visits to 
other Fairs in the same trip. For that reason it was considered worth 
while to give this publicity to such Fairs, whether or not they 
reciprocated. In fact many of them did. 


THURSDAY MARCH 19 
Industrial Materials Prices 


The Minister of Materials, Mr. Arthur Salter, was asked if he 
would publish in Hansard a table of figures showing the general 
percentage rise or fall in the price of articles and commodities since 
October 1951, for which his department were responsible. He 
replied that it was not feasible to construct a general index of price 
movements covering the entire range of commodities with which the 
Ministry was concerned. In the following table, however, the change 
since October 1951, in the Board of Trade price index of basic 
industrial materials was shown, and separate figures were given for a 
number of the most important individual commodities.

New Factories in Scotland 


According to the latest available information, the President stated, 
the number of new factories and extensions of over 5,000 sq. ft. 
started in Scotland since January 1, 1953 was 6 ; the estimated cost 
of these totalled £590,000, and the area 224,000 sq. ft. Eight projects 
were known to have been completed since that date at an estimated 
cost of £247,000 and with an area of 169,000 sq. ft. ‘These figures 
were liable to later amendment, since more complete information 
might subsequently be obtained. The Board of Trade did not keep 
comprehensive records of the closing down of factories. 


Barter Deals with Brazil 


The President was asked if he would now consider taking steps to 
encourage trading motor cars with Brazil in exchange for bananas. 
He replied, ‘ No, Sir.” Her Majesty’s Government did not consider 
that such barter deals were the way to solve the problems of Anglo- 
Brazilian trade. He added that the new Brazilian Free Exchange 
Law, as he understood it, forbade the Bank of Brazil to issue import or 
export licences in connection with such barter deals. 


MONDAY MARCH 23 
Newsprint During Coronation Period 


Asked what relaxation of the existing restrictions on the use of 
newsprint by newspapers would be authorized during the period of 
Her Majesty’s Coronation, Sir Arthur Salter replied that an Order 
would shortly be laid before the House extending the newsprint 
rationing period which begins on May 3 from 12 to 16 weeks. During 
that period full-size 14d. daily newspapers would be allowed to 
publish in total 30 pages over and above the present maximum, with 
corresponding increases for other newspapers. 


Use of Scottish Timber 


Sir Arthur Salter was asked to what extent he was encouraging the 
use of Scottish timber blown down in the recent storm for box and 
packing-case making in reduction of the quantities of timber now 
being imported for such manufactures. 

He replied that boxmakers who held consumption licences could 
use them for wind-blown timber. As regards special measures to 
facilitate the disposal of this timber, he had already undertaken to 
make arrangements under the consumption licensing scheme for 
special licences, valid only for the use of home-grown softwood, to be 
issued to consumers at the appropriate time, where the case was 
sufficiently strong. ‘The purposes for which these licences might be 
issued were now being considered as a matter of urgency. Additional 
use of home-grown timber would mean a saving in the use of imported 
softwood. 


Supplies of Tinplate 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, said that there was 
sufficient capacity to produce about 975,000 tons of tinplate this year 
and the demands would probably not exceed that total. However, 
within this global figure there was still a shortage of tinplate of prime 
quality. For this reason the allocation of tinplate would have to 
continue for a while longer. 


Steel for Shipbuilding Industry 


The quantity of steel delivered to the shipbuilding industry during 
the past year had been very nearly equal to the total quantity allocated 
to it, Mr. Sandys said. There had, however, been a shortage of steel 
plate, which had often made it difficult for firms to obtain regular 
deliveries of plate in the sizes and at the dates required. 

Consultative Committees had been set up by the steel and ship- 
building industries to tackle difficulties of this kind. But the problem 
could only be fully solved by a substantial increase in overall supplies. 

Strenuous efforts had been made to step up the output of steel 
plate. The rate of production was now 15 per cent. higher than in 
1950 and he was hopeful that it would be possible very shortly to 
increase somewhat the supplies of plate to the shipbuilding industry. 


Machine Tools from Abroad 


Mr. Sandys said that of the machine tools ordered abroad some 
4,000 were of special types unobtainable in the United Kingdom. 
About 4,000 were of types for which there was insufficient production 
capacity in this country. Some 10,000 were of types which could not 
be delivered by British manufacturers by the dates required without 
unduly interfering with production for domestic and overseas markets. 


TUESDAY MARCH 24

was no undue delay in the publication of any report from the 
Monopolies Commission. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, replied that it was the President’s policy to lay these reports 
before Parliament in accordance with the provisions of Section 9 of 
the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act 
1948, as quickly as possible. 


Employment by North-Eastern Trading Estate Co. 


_On February 28, 1953, 1,533 men and boys and 3,570 women and 
girls, making a total of 5,103, were employed in the factories of the 
North-Eastern Trading Estate Company in Sunderland, it was stated. 


Proposed New Factories 


Asked what steps he proposed to encourage independent firms to 
erect factories for new industries in Lanarkshire provided the com- 
panies concerned put up their own capital, Mr. Strauss replied that 
the Board of Trade would be happy to consider with the companies 
concerned any proposals for building factories in places which needed 
additional employment, whether in Lanarkshire or elsewhere, and to 
give all the help they could. 
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Exports of Machinery Spare Parts 


The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, said that 
in general, spare parts for servicing machinery might be exported 
without licence, but for security reasons it was not possible to allow 
uncontrolled exports in all cases. The President was prepared to 
consider on its merits any application for a blanket licence to cover 
urgent demands. 


Supplies of Ropes for Farmers 

The Minister of Materials was asked whether he would take steps 
to augment the supply of bird-scaring ropes to farmers in Kent, whose 
winter-sown crops were being raided by rooks and gulls. 

Sir Arthur Salter replied that the seasonal rush of orders for these 
ropes had coincided this year with very heavy demands, including 
important export orders for fireworks for Coronation celebrations, 
and also with the recent flooding in Kent of one of the principal 
manufacturers of bird-scaring ropes. He was, however, informed 
that this firm expected to resume limited production shortly, and 
assurances had been given that they and the other manufacturers 
concerned would do everything possible to expedite the delivery of 
bird-scaring ropes. If in the meantime the questioner would let him 
have particulars of any cases of special difficulty he would certainly 
see what could be done to help.

Derequisitioning in February 


SUBSTANTIAL blocks of office accommodation in London buildings 
were included in derequisitioning by the Ministry of Works in 
February. 

Largest individual release was of 40,000 sq. ft. in Shell Mex House, 
Strand. Other releases in London were parts of Westminster House, 
Millbank (15,000 sq. ft.), of New Oxford House, Bloomsbury Way 
(12,000 sq. ft.) and of Regis House, King William Street (10,000 
oq. ft.). 

In all, 31 properties, comprising buildings or parts of buildings, 
with a total area of 214,000 sq. ft., were returned to owners or previous 
occupiers during the month. 

Among provincial releases was a hotel in Harrogate, Yorks (25,000 
sq. ft.), a warehouse in Middlesbrough (10,000 sq. ft.), another ware- 
house in Stockton (6,492 sq. ft.), and eight houses in various areas. 


Air Services Between Britain and Central Africa 


CENTRAL African Airways and British Overseas Airways Corpora- 
tion are collaborating as partners in the introduction of new low-priced 
coach and tourist services which will open between London and 
Central Africa in April. This is the first step in a tri-partite arrange- 
ment involving South African Airways as well, That arrangement 
will be fully developed in October when tourist fares between the 
United Kingdom and South Africa are introduced.

Market for Medical and Hospital Equipment and Supplies 


in Switzerland 


A report on the market in Switzerland for medical and hospital equipment and supplies has been issued by the Special 


Register Information Service of the Board of Trade. 


The report has been prepared by the United Kingdom Trade 


Commissioner Service in Berne and copies are available to United Kingdom firms. Application for further details may be

L'THOUGH THE Swiss market for medical and surgical supplies 

is not large, its interest to United Kingdom exporters lies in the 

known high standard aimed at by Swiss doctors and the fact 
that hospitals there are in general very up to date in their equipment. 
Doctors usually study at foreign as well as at Swiss universities 
(chiefly in Germany, France, the United Kingdom and the United 
States) and their preferences for instruments and apparatus made in 
one particular country are often based on experience during their 
period of study abroad ; such preferences may spread to an entire 
hospital section. 

It is most important, in such a difficult market, says the report 
circulated by the Special Register Information Service, that would-be 
suppliers should not content themselves with furnishing trade litera- 
ture, instruction manuals and other printed matter with English text. 
German is the written language of 73 per cent. of the population (the 
spoken language is a Germanic dialect with many regional varieties) ; 
French 21 per cent. ; and Italian (in Canton Tessin) 5 per cent. If 
possible, literature should be supplied with German and French 
texts, either of which are acceptable also in the Italian speaking area. 
Should it not be practicable to provide printed matter in both French 
and German, French will usually be found preferable, as it is more 
widely understood in the German-speaking area than is German in the 
French-speaking cantons ; literature prepared for the French and 
Belgian markets may thus serve also for Switzerland. The use of the 
metric system is also recommended in the report. 


Hospitals 


There were in Switzerland at the end of 1950 a total of 515 hospitals 
(details of which are given in an appendix to the report). Some 400 
hospitals, including all the larger ones and representing about 90 per 
cent. of the total capacity, are members of the ‘“‘Veska’’ (Association 
des Etablissements Suisses Pour Malades), The Veska is not a pur- 
chasing organization, its role being mainly of an advisory and 
co-ordinating character. Its activities include the issue of standards 
for the guidance of hospital purchasing departments and it obviously 
supports as far as possible Swiss manufacturers of the products 
involved ; it receives a bonus from them on the sale of goods con- 
forming to Veska standards. Foreign suppliers have little chance of 
competing in such cases unless they can come to an agreement with 
this organization. The report gives further information on hospitals 
and list of the larger hospitals is attached to the report as an appendix. 


Purchasing 


As in almost every field in Switzerland, there are many regional and 
even local differences in practice and preferences. Hospitals purchase 
their equipment and supplies individually and preferably through 
local firms, even in the case of foreign products. The report gives some 
details of the type of officer responsible for these purchases and 
emphasizes the importance of personal calls and practical demon- 
strations of the products involved. The report names the three 
principal Swiss firms with whom hospitals deal, as far as medical and 
surgical equipment is concerned. Other concerns supplying doctors 
and hospitals with specialist equipment are also listed. 

Another section of the report provides statistics of the medical 
profession in Switzerland and describes the organizations of the 
profession which ensure the granting of reductions to purchasers who 
are members of the doctors’ organizations. 

The report states that there is little doubt that sales of United 


Below is a summary of some of the main points made in the report. 


Kingdom products, and particularly instruments to the medical 
profession could be increased if they were brought to doctors’ indi- 
vidual notice, as are those of other suppliers. Swiss doctors receive 
free specimen copies of American and French medical journals ; 
representatives of Swiss and German firms call on them with literature 
and cases of sample instruments and some manufacturers take stands 
on the occasion of medical congresses. Offers are seldom received in 
any form from United Kingdom manufacturers and doctors wishing 
to obtain a certain instrument of British make have to make special 
enquiry through dealers. 

Among other purchasers named in the report are the medical 
faculties of the Swiss Universities, who usually buy through local 
dealers, as do the hospitals, but it is also the practice in some cases 
to order direct from the manufacturers. A list of the university 
institutes likely to be interested in purchasing equipment is attached 
as an appendix. 

The League of Red Cross Societies in Geneva places orders with 
manufacturers in various countries on behalf of the 71 individual Red 
Cross Societies, for direct shipment to the points where relief is 
required. ‘The nature and volume of the orders vary from case to 
case. The main interest is in blood transfusion equipment, vitamin, 
medicinal and pharmaceutical products, dressing and bandages and 
blankets and, to a lesser extent, instruments and apparatus. The 
League is interested in receiving trade literature, for reference and to 
meet enquiries from Societies. Other bodies in this category are the 
International Red Cross Committee and the World Health Organiza- 
tion in Geneva, which places orders for direct shipment to under- 
developed areas. 

A section of the report on market information covers furniture and 
fittings, electro-medical apparatus, instruments, dressings and 
bandages and laboratory glassware. It also gives details of the duty 
payable on the various items.

ER MAJESTY’S Embassy at The Hague have forwarded the 

ext of anew Trade Agreement between the Netherlands (including 
her Overseas Territories) and Greece, which was initialled in Athens 
on February 5. 

This Agreement has provisional effect from February 1, 1953, and 
is valid for one year.

Italian Customs Tariff 


HE Italian Gazzetta Ufficiale of February 28, 1953 (supplementary 

edition) published the text of Presidential Decree No. 58 of the 
same date which gives effect to certain additions to the temporary 
rules for the preliminary application of the new Customs tariff and 
to modifications of the Customs regulations for cattle, meat, and 
salted and prepared fish.* 

The following is a translation of the Decree :— 


Decree 


Article 1. For the period dating from the entry into force of the present 
Decree up to and including April 30, 1953, the duty established under the 
temporary rules for the preliminary application of the new Customs tariff 
for horses for slaughter (Item No. 1-b) and cattle, sheep, goats 
and pigs (Items Nos, 3, 4, 5 and 6) as well as butcher’s meat, fresh etc., 
and for edible offals etc. (Items Nos. 13 and 14) will be raised to 15 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

Article2. ‘The additions and modifications shown in the attached schedule 
signed by the Minister of Finance are made to the Schedule mentioned in 
Article 3-b of Presidential Decree No. 453 of July 8, 1950. 

Article 3. ‘The reduction mentioned in Article 1 of Presidential Decree 
No. 1125 of November 1, 1951 is no longer applicable to the duty established 
in Article 3 above for anchovies and sardines pressed or in brine (Item 
No. 24e). 

Article 4. The following are abrogated with the entry into force of the 
present Decree :— 

(a) the duties established under the temporary rules for the preliminary 
application of the new tariff for Items Nos. 125-c-3 ; 850-b-2, b3 ; 
1166-b and 1336-b-4 for which the duties agreed under the Torquay 
Protocol remain in force. 

(b) the duties, agreed under the Annecy Protocol and maintained in 
force by virtue of Articles 1 and 4 of Presidential Decree No. 1125 
of November 1, 1951, for disc-cultivators and other ploughs (Item 
No. ex 1079) which shall remain subject to the corresponding duties 
agreed under the ‘Torquay Protocol. 





Article 5. The present Decree enters into force on the day following 
that of its publication in the Gazzetta Ufficiale.

Import Prohibition on Used or Second-hand Sacks and Bags 


FURTHER to the announcement about import prohibition on used 
or second-hand sacks and bags into New Zealand, published in the 
Board of Trade Journal on February 14, 1953 (page 346), the United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Wellington has informed the 
Department of the following changes in the Regulations, which came 
into force on June 13, 1952, governing the import of used or second- 
hand sacks and bags into New Zealand :— 

The following materials are considered to be covered by the 
provisions of the Prohibition Order :— 

(a) Secondhand hessian or canvas used in the wrapping of 

linoleum and carpets. 

(b) Bags and sacks manufactured in the United Kingdom from 
secondhand material used as wrapping for goods imported 
into the United Kingdom. 

Sterilization certificates in respect of secondhand sacks exported 
from the United Kingdom may be accepted if signed by a Medical 
Officer of Health in Official Government employment (including 
local government) in lieu of a Veterinary Surgeon. 

It is necessary that the actual sterilization certificate or a certified 
copy thereof should accompany consignments of secondhand sacks 
sent to New Zealand. In the case of bulk lots of sacks distributed 
after sterilization to various exporters by Wholesale sack merchants 
it will be necessary for each consignment of the sacks exported to New 
Zealand to be accompanied by a certified copy of the bulk sterilization 
certificate and also by a signed statement from the exporting firm to 
the effect that the sacks exported are part of the lot mentioned in 
sack certificate and that the sacks have not been in contact with 
unsterilized bags or other likely infected goods subsequent to 
sterilization. 


Compulsory Trade Marks in Syria

British Honduras 
Entry Tax on Goods 
THE British Honduras Entry Tax on Goods (Validating) (Amend- 
ment) Ordinance, 1953, amends the first paragraph of the Entry Tax 
on Goods Ordinance, 1948, to read :— 

The rate of tax imposed i in respect of the value of goods imported 
into British Honduras is two per cent. with a minimum tax of ten 
cents., provided that in the case of any articles used as food for human 
consumption the entry is one per cent. with a minimum tax of ten 
cents.

United States of America 

Import Excise Tax on Copper 

A UNITED STATES Treasury Decision (T.D. 53204), dated 
February 14, announces that the period of suspension of the import 
excise tax on copper and articles containing copper, imposed under 
section 3245 of the Internal Revenue Code, has been extended from 
February 15, 1953 to June 30, 1954. (See Board of Trade Journal, 
August 4, 1951, page 264.) 

The suspension of this tax does not apply to copper sulphate or to 
composition metal, of which copper is the component material of 
chief value, provided for in para. 1657 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, which is suitable both in its composition and shape, without 
further refining or alloying, for processing into castings, not including 
as castings ingots or similar cast forms.

British Fair at Malmo 


HE South Swedish Journalists’ Association, with headquarters 

in Malmo, organize an annual event known as the “ Pressens 
Rundtur”’ which has as its object the strengthening of trading and 
cultural relations with other countries. One country is selected each 
year, and the celebration consists of an industrial exhibition together 
with numerous functions of a commercial or cultural nature illustrating 
the way of life of the country concerned. The event has become a 
tradition in South Sweden and is strongly supported and patronized 
by the local community. 


The United Kingdom has been selected tor 1953, and “ British 
Week ” will take place from July 23 to August 3. ‘To mark Coronation 
year the organizers, with the active co-operation of the British 
Embassy at Stockholm and Her Majesty’s Consul at Malmo, are 
planning an even more ambitious programme than usual. Among the 
attractions for which negotiations are proceeding are a naval visit 
and a possible visit by London buses. 


The British Industrial Fair will be held in the Tennis Stadium 
at Malmo, which provides 800 square metres of covered exhibiting 
space and 3/4,000 square metres of open space. The organizers, 
with the approval and assistance of the British Embassy at Stockholm, 
are approaching Swedish agents of United Kingdom firms about 
Participation, but would be very glad to receive direct enquiries from 
firms in this country who are interested in the proposals. Covered 
space in the Tennis Stadium will not exceed Sw. Kr. 30 per square 
metre and may well be less ; open space will be correspondingly 
cheaper. It is proposed to reserve covered space for the lighter 
industries. 

Since the Swedish Government have been able to lift quantitative 
restrictions from the major part (about 91 per cent.) of Sweden’s 
imports, manufacturers are urged to investigate the possibilities of 
the British Fair for publicizing their goods in the important market 
of South Sweden by contacting their Swedish agents or by writing 
direct to the organizers at Sodra Journalistforeningen, Kapellgatan 
10, Malmo, Sweden.
